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Now  that  football  is  over,  we  once 
again  settle  back,  put  on  our  spec- 
tacles and  take  up  our  books.  Al- 
though the  season  did  not  start  out 
very  successfully,  it  improved  greatly 
towards  the  last,  and  has,  no  doubt, 
been  the  best  for  the  last  five  or  six 
years.

Manager  Nutter  has  arranged  for  a 
relay  race,  with  Amesbury  High 
School,  to  be  run  here  at  Dummer  on 
December  seventeenth,  and  is  trying 
to  get  one  with  Newburyport  High. 
Later  the  team  expects  to  enter  the 
B.  A.  A.  meet.  Coach  Fred  Goodwin 
is  working  hard  to  make  this  year's 
team  a  good  one. 

The  prospects  for  basketball  and 
hockey,  however,  are  not  so  encourag- 
ing. Manager  Woodward  is  the  only 
man  back  from  last  year's  basketball 
team.    But  there  are  quite  a  few  new 


men  out,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  team 
will  be  organized. 

The  Harvard  club  of  Newburyport 
has  arranged  an  annual  debate  be- 
tween Dummer  Academy  and  the  New- 
buryport High  school.
